Ike Assures Nation 


Of Economic Health 


President Eisenhower again reassured’ 
the country at his Wednesday press con- 
ference that it has nothing to fear from 
the current period of readjustment in the 
nation’s economy. 

The changeover from the peak of ac- 
tivity occasioned by the huge rearmament 
effort and the Korean War is normal and 
expected. It always takes time to shift 
emphasis, but there are no factors in the 
economic picture that indicate a major 
depression. 

The period we have been going through 
began some months before Christmas. Em- 
ployment in defense industries had been 
cut back and this affected many allied 
lines. Merchants and wholesalers have 
been cutting back inventories, similar to 
the armed forces program of “living off 
the shelf.” 

A good indication of health has been 
@ continued rise in the index of common 
stock prices, a process that has been go- 
ing on now for more than four months. 
This has been taken as an assurance that 
the business downturn will be shortlived. 

Another good portent is the sagging 
money market, with interest rates contin- 
wing to go down. This is partly govern- 
ment policy and partly a. reflection of 
the readjustment itself. Both should stim- 
ulate increased activity. 

The administration is known to have a 
super “New Deal” to put into operation 
should a real recession develop. The 
antidepression policies already revealed, 
some of them already in effect, together 
with the many economic safeguards al- 
ready in operation make such a crash as 
we have had in the past virtually impos- 
sible. 

There is a danger that Congress, re- 
sponsive to pressures from home in an 
election year, will checkmate much of the 
administration’s planning. That is the 
great danger should the readjustment 
period become too prolonged and too se- 
vere. 

For the present, however, the analysis 
of the President and his advisers seems 
sound and in line with what we know 
about the nation’s economy. There is no 
grounds for fearing a major recession, 
much less a depression.

Story of Ancient Greece 


Some ten miles out from the harbor of 
Marseille, excitement grows as divers en- 
ter the third vear of work on a great find. 


Almost 2,200 vears ago a ship in the 


trading fleet of Marcus Sestius left the 
port of Delos, in the Cyclades islands, 
partially laden with great earthenware 


jars of wine. (Some of it has been found, 
the resin-flavored wine such as the Greeks 
yet make, called today Retsina.) 

At a port northwest of what is today 
called Naples she took on a shipment 
of black-varnished dinnerware which 
Greek potters were making in Italy. A 
later lading was wine from the Latin hills 
in slender-necked Roman vessels. 

The ship was covered, hull and deck, 
with lead sheeting. Her nails were cop- 
per. She was overloaded. There is evi- 
dence her crew was drunk, having drilled 
holes into the necks of the wine jars on 
the deck. Within sight of the ancient port 
city she ran on rocks and sank. 

Christ was born, lived and was cruci- 
fred, fulfilling the prophesies. Imperial 
Rome rose and fell. Constantine came. 

The Middle Ages arrived and passed. 
The new world was found and settled. The 
American colonies became a world power. 
Two great world wars were fought. 

Today divers, “the frog-man” type 
bring up the cargo of the ancient ship and 
the secrets and culture of the civilizations 
they represented.

The society's office is open to 
people with problems they cant, 
or don’t know how to solve. These. 
problems quite often are based on 
ignorance of the law, and tact- 
ful negotiation on the part of one 
of the staff settles them. Some 
times the courts are indicated, and 
if the client can pay, the society 
advises him on a choice of counsel. 
If the client is broke and a resident 
of Fulton or DeKalb Counties, the 
society will see the case through 
the courts at no charge. 

Cases cover the multitude of 
sins excepting the criminal. Do- 
mestic problems loom large on the 
docket with non-support one of the 
leaders. There is a regular sewing 
circle ghat gathers in the Pryor 
Street office weekly to pick: up 
checks from errant spouses. 

The cubicles of the three lawyers 
there serve as confessionals as 
well as places for discussion of 
dry legal points. Pouring. their 
troubles into a sympathetic ear 
seems to bring many clients as 
much relief as having their wrongs 
mghted. 

Justice is not a privilege of the 


well to do, but such seems the 
case to many of the poor. It is 
the Legal Aid Societys pleasure 


to see justice done in all cases.

Minors can't make con- 
tracts, and it took only a gentle 
reminder from the society to the 
merchant to straighten out the 
matter. 

Laws are for the protection of 
sofiety, but many of its members 
are ignorant of them and spend 
their lives in bondage to the clever 
and unscrupulous. At the rate of 
more than 5.000 cases a year, the

Elasticity in the important 
middle muscles can, prevent or 
banish. the dreaded middle 
spread and quicken energy. But 
to get desired results it is es- 
sential to know how the muscles 
do their work. 

A normal weight who has been 
practicing the wrong exercise 
writes: ‘“‘Both fashion chart and 
my doctor say my weight is per- 
fect . .. yet I have a bulging 
abdomen. Even when I get my 
girdle muscles well under con- 
trol by raising and lowering my 
legs, I have a protruding abdo- 
men... so I lose heart.’’ 
EXERCISE HARMFUL 

That familiar and favorite ex- 
ercise of raising and lowering 
the legs from a lying down po- 
sition is difficult to do, you feel 
the strain and get the notion it 
must be streamlining as all get 
out. 

Actually that exercise is harm- 
ful for a person with weak ab- 
dominal muscles. The movement 
begins at the point where the ef- 
fort is greatest, and a great deal 
of force is required to lift the 
feet through the first twelve 
inches. This pulls the small of 
the back up away from the 
floor and increases the tendency 
toward swayback, which causes 
the abdomen to protrude more. 
TONE MUSCLES 

The only way a beginner 
should attempt that exercise is 
to first elevate the feet to a low 
bench or stool, so the feet do 
not have to: be raised through 
that first dozen inches ... and 
they should be lowered only to 
the resting bench, never clear to 
the floor. 

Today's conditioners are taken 
from a safety position which 
prevents strain.

Unappreciated? 


An inmate of the federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kan., 

has asked permission to correspond with me and until you get 
tag to write to and receive letters from a federal prisoner 
eae know what Freedom of the Aails means. 
Just imagine not being able to write or receive a letter when 
Imagine not being able to clip a coupon and order 
off for something that strikes your fancy or subscribe to a maga- 
zine. It's a freedom which is probably justifiably denied serious 
lawbreakers but I doubt that those of us who have it appreciate 
it half enough. 

Before a federal prisoner can ever get through to you at all 
he must request permission from the warden who will write you 
a letter asking if you object to corvesponding with the prisoner, 
The warden specifies that if you.are a female you must be un- 
married or else a member of the prisoner's immediate family. 


you want to! 


Well, I got off a note saying I was a widow and willing to 
write to the prisoner and in a week or two tHe warden sent me 
revised instructions ‘‘to be followed in correspondence with in- 
mate.’ First I am told how to address the prisoner and his 
number. 


Envelopes, says the warden, should sot contain letters from 
more than one person and that letter sould “‘consist of not more 
than two sheets approximately 8''x10"’ with writing on one side 
only.’’ Postcards will not be accepted and letiers must be writ- 
ten in the English language “‘except those from foreign coun- 
tries.”’ 

Correspondence should be confined strictly to family rhatters 
and should not include business, criminal or objectionable mat- 
ter. (This leaves me at a loss. what to write to my prison friend. 
As far as I know he's not in my family and I doubt that family 
matters, either his or mine, will interest him much or fill more 
than one of the 8x10 sheets of paper. Eliminate business matters 
—of which we have none, so far as I kKnow-—criminal matters and 
other ‘‘objectionable’’ subjects and what's left?) 


Then follows a list of things which I cannot send the prisoner. 
Neither stamps nor packages ‘‘except those which are authorized 
during the Christmas holidays’ are alloved, Somebody—not me 
but somebody who has it—could send him small amounts of 
money to be placed to his credit in the prison if he doesn't have 
some kind of paying assignment inside the prison. I can't sub- 
scribe to newspapers or magazines for him, although the prison 
will if I send the money, and I can't send him clippings or song 
sheets. 


No photograph larger than postal card size may be received 
by inmates and they must be approved correspordents and mem- 
bers of the inmate’s family. Scenery, it says here, will not be 
accepted. 

After that there is a sizable list of reasons for which incom- 
ing letters may be rejected. They include about what you'd ex- 
pect—violations of* postal laws, '‘etters containing obscenity, 
threats, blackmail or plots of escape. But what troubles me is 
*“innuendoes or codes which Icad the mail inspector to suspect 
they may be illegitimate.’’ With my luck, with my talent for un- 
covering my typewriter and putting my feet in it, the postal in- 
spectors will be after me next week!

Cold not only reduces circula- 
tion to the skin but lessens the

It is not easy 


for the skin to acclimate itself at 


a moment's notice to the wind | 
and bitter cold of the outer world |

Bathing adds another handi- 


| cap. Washing has a dehydrating 


effect as it takes away all the 
accumulated secretions. 


| For this reason, temperance 
' along this line is suggested. 
When washing is necessary,

| are preferred. The hands must 


be dried thoroughly without rub- 


bing, paying particular attention | 


| to the webs between the fingers. 
Victims of dry skin should apply 
a suitable hand lotion or cream 
as a precautionary measure. The 
wearing of gloves when out of 
doors discourages chapping and 
other skin disorders.
